Tho 
foreign-language press, in MB lan- 
guages, gave daily proof of the un- 
doubted loyalty of peuples of foreign 
birth.

connection with tho press that ser- 
vice rendered by newspapers has 
been, in this official way. recognized.

The e financial burdens, ami official 
interference have been loyally eon- 
formed 1", the bent being made of an 
annoying state of affairs. But now 
comes a fresh assault on the business 
men Mr, Me. A do, 1 has been pleased to 
f.-mpliment. The revenue hill now 
under con -ideration in fontrress ln- 
creaseg the rate of postage tiventy- 
t\\*e pgr cent and proposes to levy a 



special tan an the advertisfnK a bur- 
den tbe like of which is laid on no 
other business in the country. We 
say this is neither just nor fair. No 
business in tho country has ever 
more willingly paid a legitimate tan; 
one levied mi all alike. Mawspaper- 
ibim asks f..r no special privilege, 
though no instrumentality render* 
unrequited service to the extent true 
of newspapers. No influence for good 
equals that nf (he clean country 
paper. Tho-e not included in this 
class aro few ami far between. In 
time of stress in town, state or 
nation, they have never failed to 
point the right way and hold up the 
hands of those who sought tho good 
of the whole people. 

Is it unreasonable to claim that at 
this time when undreamed of finan- 
cial burdens arc piled on the shoul- 
ers of newspaperdom through the 
advance ia price of every thing going 
into the make-up of a pnper ; that 
men who made selective conscription 
popular, made a success nf the Liber-' 
ty Loan, and were a large factor In 
achieving success for tho Red Cross 
fund, should be at least accorded a 
square deal in burden bearing for 
war costs? — [Arlington Advocate,

A Cold and cheer- 
less picture ibis is. hut there is love 
in it and hope and so the frlonm 
is lightened. Man must hope and 
love, or he will die. Can he die 
while he continues to hope and love? 
Life conceived in Faiih is not "a 
narrow vain between the old and 
barren peaks of two eternities,,' but 
rather a groat enterprise or a sp'en- 
dal adventure, And this conception 
conforms to and satisfies the hope 
and love (hat abides in every soul, 
•nd through which the great orator 
got the dimmer of revelation that 
came tii him. Hopes, it is true, are 
often unreal! 'e.l. love betrays, and 
faith is often nothing more than the 
blind acceptance on authority of sup- 
posed truth. Nevertheless, life

Each 
generation has been the servant of 
the one that came after it. Civilisa- 
tion has been made possible only by 

the sacrifices and martyrdoms of 

millions of men and women. Most 
of them are unknown and forgotten. 
The more we read history, the more 
easy it is for us to imagine, and 
even realise ami uageUEe, their suf- 
ferings. What the world needs is 
not only loyalty in service, but loyal- 
ty to those who have served, and 
rov ( re nee for them.

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AMEKItAN lUOt IS NOTED 
FRENCH CITY. 



"News of the first faulity among 
the American* of the expeditionary 
force in France untitr Major General 
Pershing reveals the fact that Amer- 
ican fliers are nutargoing training 
in an aviation camp established in 
one ot the most famous cities of 
western Europe," says a war gee*- I 
raphy bulletin of the National Geo- 
graphic Society concerning Tours. 
This town was the scene of the death 
of Thomas Winch Barrett, a member 
of the over-seas forces of the Uni- 
ted Slate, who fell 1,000 feet in a 
blazing airplane while on a trial 
flight with a French army instructor. 

"Situated in the garden section of 
central France, in the fertile valley 
of the Loire, Tours is 1 40 miles 
aouthwest of Paris by rail, anl near- 
ly 20b miles in an airline northeast 
of Bordeaux, It fa the chief trade 
and population cenlor 'jf the Depart- 
ment of Inrlre-('t- Loire and stretches 
for nearly two miles from the left 
bank of the Loire to the right bank 
of the Cher, which (lows into the 
Loire a few miles west of the city. ! 
Before the war it wild a favorite city 
with English and American tourists. 

"While Tours has numerous im- 
portant industrial establishments, I 
■uch tii iron foundries, steel, cement, 
pottery, and chemical works, leather, 
bout and shoe manufactories, and 
automobile factories, besides its fa- 
mous confectionary establishmnnts, 
its chief interest for American avia- | 
tiun students will he its historu: as- ' 
aociations.

This was the 
grandfather of Charlemagne. 

"One of the most interesting 
medieval treasure:, of Tours is the 
Cathedral of Saint, fiatien, begun in 
1170 hut not cwnp)eted for nearly 
four centuries. Two famous struc- 



tures are the towers of St. Martin 
and of Charlemagne. The first com- 
memorates the deeds of the great 
apostle of Caul, patron saint of 
France, who aided Cluvis against 
Alaric and who in return received 
many rare gifts for his Tours church 
from the grateful Frankish leader 
The Charltmatrne tower is so-called 
because it marks the burial place of 
that monarch's third wife, Lttltgafct, 
"A little more than a mile to the 
southwest of the city rise the ruins 
of the chateau of Pleas is-les-Tuurs. 
famous as the favorite residence of 
Louis XL the 'bourgeois king' of 
Frame, who died here in 14S3, sur- 
rounded by astrologers. Today there 
is but little in the crumbling ma- 
sonry to suggest the famous 'spid- 
er**, nest* with its many w-au-h 
towers, so graphically describe'! by 
Sir Walter Scott in bis novel "Qoen- 
tiii Durwoorl." 

"Louis XI is supposed to have in- 
troduced 'he manufacture of silk 
into Tours, anil it was during the 
reign of that monarch that the city 
attained a population of h" oi o. (ft 
had slightly less than 75,(100 in 
mil). The silk industry, and con- 
sequently the whole commercial life 
of the city declined after the revo- 
cation of the Erli. t of KafttM. 

"Tours was for a number of years 
the capital of the province of Tou- 
raitie an'! as gttch it was an appan- 
age r.f Mary, Queen of Scots, yield- 
ing that unhappy m..nari h a sub- 
stantia! revenue up to the time of 
her death. 

"(luring the Frtim-n- Prussian wsr 
Tours was the ci'y in which C:im- 
betta, after escaping from bp. 
teagucrmi Paris in a balloon, estab- 
lished (he DeUeatlnu of the Govern- 
ment of National Defence on Sep- 
tember 13, 1R?0, In Peeember the 
Mention was furred by the tucn- 
noirur approach of the Germans lo 
remove to Borden it t, and the enem y 
occupied the ci'y the following 
month. 

"Bcsidos St. Mar'in, Tmirs had 
two other famous churchmen — Bish- 
op Gregory, the first historian of the 
Franks, whoso carefully compiled 
ehrnnieles won foe him the pseudo- 
nym of 'the Herodotus of the bar- 
barians;' nnd [ierengarlus, the theo- 
logicul whoso teachings and writings 
nboul the doctrine of transubstanti- 
,ation maile him a precursor of Pro- 
testantism.

Greats! Fvritcment of Tears (Her 
IlraniriKs Friday. " 



Winchester showed tlie greatest 
excitement in years over the Mili- 
tary Draft drawing Friday. It was 
not alone in its interest, fur similar 
scones Wt enacted in every town 
and city throughout the country. 
The interest was not confined to the 
men eligible for I he draft, fur whole 
families were vitally eoncttrned over 
the outcome. Owing to the many 

conflicting >t:ifi"i , few really 

thought the drawil ■• would actually 
take plaee nn Friday, and when the 
(lumbers liegan to come in shortly 
after noon the Whole Town turned 
out to ascertain who was taken, and 
not until well into the evening did 
the Crowds disperse, la fact many 
remained up all night watching for 
thu fateful number which would in- 
dicate that n inn or husband had 
been taken. It was rightfully ral e! 
the greatest lottery this Country has 
ever known. 

No "Red ink" Number* 
Learning early in the weak that 
Winchester Would be wholly without 
Information a* to its "Red Ink" or 
draft numbers, the ST Alt ] imposed 
tr, furnish them. When the infor- 
mation was received that the only 
jiuWie list of "Red Ink" numbers 

would be ported at the Arlington 

Town Hall, the headquarter) of the 
Exemption Board, end that none 
would lie sent here, every effort was 
made to obtain a copy. A stenog- 
rapher was held in readiness, from 
Wednesday en, waiting for the an- 
nouncement that they were ready. 

They were received in Arlington 
1'riday morning, and at JO. la the 
complete liat was on view at the 
STAR office, the whole TT'j numbers 
being copied in a little over two 
hours' time. From this list a dupli- 
rate wns sent to the Winchester 
Town Hall. 

Know init that the public wns 
wholly without information where or 
how to get the nutu tiers, a notice was 
published in the STAB stating that 
they could be harl at this office, and 
when the papers began to reach the 
people it became quite a problem to 
handle the work of gtvtttg them out.

3,00* Circulars Printed 

Realuing that many wou ,1 be 
anxious to learn if f note Is had been 
drafted, work was at once com- 
merited setting and print in u r circu- 
lars giving the cotii,ifetc list of num- 
bers. Owing to Ino great demand 
on the list, it was not possible to 
print this complete list until Satur- 
day morning, ai which time 3,000 
copies were distributed through the 
various places ot business En the 

centre, 

These circulars all indicated the 
drawings, up to the tirst 2,r,oo of 
this State, thus showing niany that 
they Would not lie cajted in the tlrst 
draft. 

Meanwhile the work of tabulating 
the Winchester numbers drawn was 
taken care of as fast as the Works 
of numbers were received. These 
were posted in front of the office, 
Arranged to blocks of "ti State num- 
bers, it being staled lhat the first 
2,001) numbers drawn in this State 
would he called. 

This gave Winchester men infor- 
mation down to a close figure of the 
order in which they were drawn, and 
that it was appreciated was evi- 
denced by the big crowd constantly 
before them. Included with this was 
the information on the District and 
Town quota. 

Saturday night new lists were 
posted with the numbers an, I names 
given in order nf drawing in all 
three phases — Town.

"Black-leaf Jn" is a 40 per cent 
solution of nicotine sulphate and 
should be diluted with water at the 
rate of one teaspoonful to ono gal- 
lon or one-half pint to a() galluns. 
It may he added lo liori leans Mix- 
ture or Pyrox at the same rate. 
When diluted with water it is well to 
use soapy water so the sulution will 
spread better. 

Whale-oil soap is a trade name for 
fish-oil soap, A solution of one 
pound to four gallons of water is an 
efficient contact insecticide though 
rather disagreeable to handle. 

Kerosene emulsion is effective but 
will hum the foliage if not thor- 
oughly emulsified, Dissolve one- 
half pound of hard soap or one quart 
of soap in .mo gallon of boiling 
water.

I am sure, 
how inevitable is Ibis delay when I 
tell you that after using every in- 
genuity to secure apace for fifty 
Ford chassis a few weeks ajro, the 
ship on which they were being taken 
to Franco waa torpedoed anil sunk.

In the early- 
days of New Fin gland si range laws 
were enacted anil rruel punishments 
Inflicted, Think of the ducking of doesn't 
women, accused of being common 
aeolds, in a horse pond, while no 
Bueh punishment was dealt out to 
men with abusive tongues. The 
laws in those days had little re- 
Irard for the female sex. ami 
■warded a more severe punish- 
ment against a woman than against 
a man for the same offense. The 
penalties of crime in most cases 
were the Invention of the Court, 
Men w-ere prosecuted for preaching 
Unsound doctrine— the court of 
course, determining what was 
Bound — and punished with fine and 
imprisonment. At Wells, Me., in 
1MB, George Carl a ml was ordered | 
to have 3:1 lashes "for visiting the j 
widow Hitchcock." which was hard 
on ihe widow ns well as on George. \ 
Married couples with incompatible 
tempers, were ordered to live in 
peace with each other under penalty 
of forfeiting "20 pounds to our 
Sovereign Lord, the King." In 
lflTl Sarah Morgan, for striking 
her husband, was ordered "to stand 
with a gag in her mouth nt a public 
town meeting, ami the cause of her 
Off anise written on her forehead, or 
pay 50 shillings to the treasurer." 
The Spectator has seen no record of 
the punishment awarded to men 
who beat their wives. They were, 
however, called to strict account for 
tincivl speeches or abusive lan- 
guage addressed to each olher, ami 
in 1 BtfDi Edward Weymouth was 
prosecuted "for cursing and swear- 
ing, and wicked wishes to his wife." 
People had to be cautious in their 
speech in those days, ami offences 
now unknown to the law were con- 
stant matters of adjudication. Fif- 
teen persons were indicted nt one 
term for not attending public wor- 
ship. What a busy time the Mid- 
dlesex Grand Jury would have if 
this were a criminal offence in 
1D17. In 164S the town of Wohurn 
Imposed a fine en every voter who 
did not attend town meeting by 
nine o'cWk, or who absented him- 
aelf without leave before the ad- 
journment There is too much ne- 
trleet of voting in our day, hot 
how would such a law work in 
Winchester now?

The < Ider Henry bvuitht n big 
tract of lumber, The .ate Geiorga 
Van Dyke, In his day one of the 
best-known lumber men in New 
England, was his partner in the 
holdings Later he sold out his In- 
terest in the Lincoln properly to 
| James K. Henry, father of the 
present Henry boys, and since then 
the Henrys have been sole owners of 
one of the largest and richest lumber 
[rails in the country. 

George Henry of this town, one of 
the sous of dames E., who has al- 
ways had din rue of ihe woods end 
of the bus - ess, with a lumbering 
outfit, men, horses, wagons, etc., 
prec coed his fa! her and his brolhcrs 
several hours. It waa a long, hard 
trudge through the forest ami down 
the sleep grades of the mountain 
peak*, but the outfit was used to 
roughing it, and they made light of 
, Iheir hardships. The Henrys saw 
in the cecal lowering trees a for- 
( tune 

They knew ihat the life of a 
lonibernian was not n bed of roses. 
The barn connected with one of the 
furmhouscB was hired for sleeping 
purposes. The cook tent was 
pitched En a clearing, and that niirht 
the little company of hardy woods- 
men slept in the hay on the bum 
floor. 

The ne\t day the elder Henry and 
the other two s,ois, with more men 
and horses and lumbering para- 
phernalia, arrived. 

River Played Them False 

The sound of the av was heard 
that day in the thick woods which 
Covered what is now n thriving, en- 
terprising', happy community of 
I dldi i souls. The main street of 
Lincoln was not even on paper 
then. The railroad and the pulp 
milts were but n dream. 

There was much work to he done. 
There was no time for frivolities. 
Money was scarce. Transportation 
to the rgiltuad was still to be de- 
veloped. It was a new primitive 
settlement at the patcway of the 
"White Mountains. 

At first the Henrys thought that 
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the stream which flows through 
their properly tin, I down through 
ihe Pemigewssset Valley offered 
•hem the means of gelling their 
lumber to market. They figured on 
Heating their log* down the stream 
until they were finally into the Mer- 
rimac Iti'ver. They even talked of 
putting up a sawmill at Lowell. 
, Jla-s., where they could market 
Iheir lumber, but that was aban- 
doned. 

The stream was too shallow and 
too rapid. They lost most of their 
firstl season** work and some of the 
|, gs went to sea, one of the Henry 
1 boy* said, the other day. laughing- 
ly reculliiet Iheir early struggles. 
' They concluded th»( the railroad 
i was the sure-.! and most economical 
Way in which til get their product 
to market. In time, they built one, 
extending it further an I further lo- 
tto the woods, until now Ihere are 
Ovef 1 I miles of main line and 
branches. A new extension is un- 
der construction for the purpose of 
lappmg u tnet of virgin forest. 

Hard Sledding at Rl*t 

In the hard times of the early '.his 
! when money was tiirht, the concern 
had pretty hard sledding, but they 
weathered Ihe financial storm, 
There were times when the Henrys 
couldn't pay a ta claim against them 
for days at a time, but they were of 
un optimistic nature, held on with 
hull dog tenacity, and the wheel of 
fortune stopped tit their number on 
the hoar,!. 

The tide had turned and from 
that time on, the concern prospered, 
enlarged It! sphere of activities and 
put in a pulp and paper mill which 
was fed by their almost cxhaus!tess 
supply of spruce lumber back on the 
mountains. 

All the while the town was taking 
on its present day appearance. The 
number of employees steadily in- 
creased. The Henrys built fine 
modern houses. The waler power 
WM used Iii drive the machinery in 
Ihe saw and pulp mills and to make 
electricity for the wurks and the 
low n. 

Streets were laid out and grano- 
1 lilhic sidewalks were put in. 
Churches lifted their spires against 
; the hills. Modern schools were 
' built and the town was connected 

with the North W l-tock telephone 

| exchange. 

The Henrys revolunt ioned lumber- 
ling in New Hampshire. The usual 
method of lumbering is to po into 
the i.'oods in the Winter wdth a big 
e/ang of men. cut the trees and haul 
them to the stream In the Spring 
they are floated down to the mill 
j pond, where they are stored until 
they are wanted for lumber or pulp 
I mi ls. This method meant that a 
j larite capital was necessary to eon- 
i duct a lumber business, as it was 
from six months to a year Lefuro 
the lumber was markete 1. 

Will Still Call Lincoln Their Home 
The Henrys changed all this. 



They railroaded their lumber from j 
the vioods to their saw and pu p 
mills. Loirs cut today are loaded on 

tu the cars and a I motive haul* 

them to the mill. The nexl day 
(hey are sawed into lumber or 1 
ground up inlo pulp. A few hours 
laser the tin i shed paper is ready tn 
ship to the market, The paper i> 
paid for in ,'!<> days and money Is 
coming in every mouth to finance 
the operations of the company. 

One of the Henry boys looked af- 
ter the ottlee work, another super- 
i M ere led the pulp mills and the 
third was the head of Ihe lumber, 
jacks. Ail worked together. 

When it was announced that the

I. Henry, the mother of the boys, 
tared thai it was pretty hard at 
h, r aire. Ml, to be sold out of a 
business she bad been engaged in 
all her life, she is now rccnnrilvd to 
the change of ownership, mil wishes 
the new nianageu. enl the same suc- 
cess her husband and sons had with 
'he property. 

The Henrys are naturally Broad 
of their success ill developing a 
thriving modem village, ami a 
great business in a wilderness, in 
the brief period of 'IT, years. They 
all have line residences and j 
they a'ways expei-l to call Lincoln 
Iheir home, allboUL-h nne ha? a home 
in California, amUher in Winchester, 
and another in Florid*, 

Have liven (iofid to the Town 

The Henry boys have been eood 
t the town. Every Thanksgiving 
they have seen to it Ihat there is a 
fine, fat turkey on the table of every 
ro-ideiu of Lincoln, whether the re- 
cipient is rich or poor, whether he 
or she w L orks for the firm or not. 
Gold is distributed among si] em- 
ployees at Christmas. 

Each employee is taxed lit) cents a 
month, and for that is given free 
medical and hospital treatment. The 
hospital is in a larire Square building 
opposite the Henry oltlee on the 
ir 1 a in st roe' of the Village, and is in 
charge of [lr. E, D. Burn. 

I of the Henrys gave a public 

library to the town. Another built 
ihe Methodist Church and the fami- 
ly contributed $2'm\ to ihe building 
of the Roman Catholic Chureh. They 
built a hotel for the benefit of their 
employee", in which is located the 
Opera I!ou«e, The latter may be 
had for any public purpose free of 
charge to the townspeople.
